A taxpayer writing us from Dopar- 
ture Bay put the case tliusly : — 

25th Octoher, 1878. 

Mk. Editoh On the 1-tth October I 
saw for the lirat time ;i notico in tlio iVff 
Prts$ stating tliat all persons not paying 
- the Government taxes boforo tho 5tli of 
October would bo charged 25 percent, ad- 
ditional. Tlio following day I sent tho 
amount to tho (Jovernmont agent iit Nan- 
aimo, and ho refused to accept it without 
tlie additional 25 per cent, being paid, 
wiiich wa.s done. Afterwards seeing a no- 
tice in The Colonist that tho time was ex- 
tended to tho 21st October, I applied for 
a refund of tho ihtere?! charged and vo- 
coivod the enclosed reply. 

"Wni you kindly infonn me if the tax- 
payers of Victoria are entitled to greater 
'privU^es tlian tho.so of Nnnaimo, and if 
80, why BO ? • 

Tho answer from tho Govcnuneut 
agent referred to was—" Tho extension 
of time only ai)plie3 to "Victoria City." 
The question of the correspondent is a 
poser. We can discover no reason why 
tho people of Victoria should he treated 
with greater consideration than those 
of Nanaimo, e.xcept it rests in the fact 
thiit erery vifiiiber o/i/ie Jfinl.i/ri/ i.s a 
resident of Victoria, and duly rc}:;istor- 
ed here as a voter. Is it not reasona- 
ble that they would wish to stand as 
well in tho eyes of tlieir fellow-citizens 
as possible 1 But looking at the matter 
from that strtudpoint, wo cannot see 
that tho roa.son would be a valid one, 
and certainly a Victorian will not 
claim privileges that are not extend- 
ed to residents of other parts of the 
Province. The reason stated in tho ad- 
vertisement authorizing the extension 
was that tho 20th inst. fell on Sunday. 
"We are awaro that Victoria taxes wero 
paid on Monday without subjecting tho 
parties paying them to tlie additional 
impost or charge. Now, did the 20th 
inst. "fall on a Sunday" at Nanaiuo as 
well as at Victoria ? If so, our friend 
is clearly entitled to a refund, and 
should apply to the Finance Minister 
without dolay. If it did not, then he 
must submit to the loss. 



Tlio Wives of MompMs. 

The editor of the Memphis AvaUinchi 
has given a mournful picture of the con 
dition of tiiat city, moved to indignant 
complaint by a stateinont .said to have 
been made in Boston by certain ^lom 
phian visitors who as.sert tiiat the re- 
ports of distress at the South are great! 
exaggerated. According to tho Aval- 
anchc, the haple.s.ss city has lost 1,200 
of its people in the course of twenty- 
. seven days, out of a population of 1 5,000. 
It,' has- 3,000 sick men, women and 
children, and is spending over §1 0,000 
a day in tho emjiloynient of 1,200 
. nurses and forty doctors, and in sup 
plying medicines for those stricken witli 

the plague, imd food foi llioac loft 

destitute by its ravages. Within these 
distinctly drawn outlines let the iniagin 
ation crowd together wliat images of 
physical and mental suflerings, self- 
sacrifice, cowardice, selfishnes.s, Chris- 
tian heroism, it may, and, we are 
assured, the liirid horrors of the fancy 
will remain unequal to the grim reality. 
In the office of the Avalanche there are 
only two men left out of all that wero 
employed there a month ago, and they 
move about among strangers. "Fear 
sits on every face," says this writer, 
"and dread on every heart. We work, 
not in the shadow, but in the very face 
of death. We meet him on every hand 
and at every moment in tlie homes of 
his victims and in the desolation lie has 
spread about u.s." But it is not our 
design to make an abstract of the want 
and woe and mi.sery depicted in the 
Avalanche so much as to ([uote a single 
sentence in the account of those who 
have played the coward and those who 
have done their duty. This is tho ver- 
dict of the yellow touchstone that has 
tried human nature so sorely: "Parents 
have deserted children and children 
parents, husbands their wives, but not 
one wife a husband." TJiis simple sen- 
tence ouglit to make amends for many 
of the sneers at women which tlie 
newspa])ers have dispensed so freely. 
It does not mean, of course, that all or 
even a majority of j)aronts, children and 
husbands have been false, but that, 
while not a few of them have shirked 
their duties, no wife has turned recre- 
ant. It is well enough to .say in ex- 
planation of such a fact that the sick- 
room is a woman's sphere and that 
nature has given the sex a light foot, 
and a ministering hand, a sympathetic 
heart and something of tho physician's 
courage in encountering sullering and 
danger in .shapes that are peculiarly 
terrible to ordinary men; but this is 
merely to urge that women are good 
Burses. Grant that women are more 
at home in attending the sick and less 
disgusted with the circumstances sur- 
rounding sickness than men, is tho 
little matter of awkwardness or squoani- 
ishness worth taking into account in the 
presence of such, an awful evil as the 
yellow fever.? 'When all lesser consider 
ations of convenience sink in the great 
question of love, loyalty, and readiness 
to encounter danger, we must go farther 
than mere adniitability to tho cares of 
the sick chamber to explain the fact 
which the INIcmphis (nlitor has alleged 
in favor of wives. Let us frankly con- 
cede to woman in this supremo calam- 
ity a superiority in the sentiments of 
the offices of love and self-.sacrifice, since 
the deduction we have quoted can 
hardly be the phra.so of idle compliment. 
That physicians and clergymen should 
have laid down their lives in the per- 



formance of their..dut;|-,tlMit Sisters of 
Charity should have':m6ved about' with 
their usual serenity in the pestilence; that 
warm - hearted philautliropists should 
have thrown themselves into the infect- 
ed districts to fight the fever — all this 
was to be expected, for the heroes and 
^eroiiies pf pr&fessionsy'Civ^eds.ijdr aendr 



monts are never wanting in a groat 
crisis. But this declaration of the 
Southern journalist deals with the or- 
dinary mass of pepiJo, and'not with the 
exceptional few who offer themselves 
up as nmrtyr.s, and assert that among 
all the wives of the city — white or 
black, good or Viad, ignorant or refined, 
not one has forsaken a husband attack- 
ed by the fever; in a word, that the 
women of Meropliis rose to a high le\-el 
of heroism in the hour of an overwhelm- 
ing evil. It has been freely said of the 
sex throughout tin; countiy that they 
have within tho past three years exhib- 
ited a certain frivolity and extravag- 
ance, a carelessness of the pressure of 
tho times, a disposition to forget the 
part of lieli)meet to man and assume 
tho role of social idol, an inclination to 
resign the privilege of being thclightof 
a single househokl for tho sake of shin- 
ing as the starof a fashionable company. 
Was it merely an error of tho imagin- 
ation on the part of the cynics who 
made this criticism, that the divorce 
suits seemed multiplying in our courts, 
thatBcandal cases appeared to bo grow- 
ing so common that the niatrimouial 
knot seemed to bo considered as a nooso 
to bo slipped for convenience, not a tic 
that only death could loosen 1 How- 
ever these things may be, this tribute 
from Memphis brings a revelation of 
tho true womanhood of the country 
that makes mere prose out of Scott's 
well-worn lines:

Frivato Socrotarios. 

A contemporary states that the Bom- 
bay Quarterly lievieio of ISf)? tells the 
following story of tho uses of a Private 
Secretary. jllounstuart Elphinstone, 
when he took u|i the Governorship of 
Bombay, wrote to Sir Thomas Munro, 
then Go\-ernor of Madras, to know how 
ho employed his Private Secretary. 
Munro replied, with tho turn for 
humour and fun .so clmrnctcristic of 
him: — 

"If vou really wish to keep your Sec- 
retary busy, you should set all your 
public otHcors at variance with each 
other, and onqjloy him to read their 
lucubrations to you. This is what ilac- 
donald and I do; and the Company are, 
no doubt, much obliged to us for oc- 
cupying ourselves in a way so much to 
their advantage. If it were not for 
this, I r*ally do not know wliat I could 
make of a Private Secretary. I find 
that there has always been an ofHce 
for this gentleman here with an estai)- 
lishnieut sulUcient to have kejit the 
records of a province, but 1 do not know 
what was done in it. I imagine that 
in early and Ijetter days the Private 
Secretary's jirincipal business was to 
lay every rich native under contribution 
for tho benefit of his master; but as this 
class of natives has now become extinct 
at this place, my Secretary will, I fear, 
have but little to do. I have, therefore, 
been thinking of desiring him to devote

for restoring tho p.iosperity of the 
country and increasing the breed of rich 
men; and this will, I imagine, in the 
present circumstances of the country, 
save him from the evil con.secpiences of 
idleness." 

Times have changed since the days 
of IMunro. The Private Seci-etary of 
the present period is — we are sure Cap- 
tain Ilankin will admit — tho most 
hard-woi'ked of men. Can any one 
look at that gallant Captain, and dare 
to ailirm that his is not an anxious 
life, or declare that the consumption of 
midnight kerosene is not driving him 
into a premature gi'a\'e. "What has 
ho to do ?" We reply, "\Vliat has he not 
to do ? ' Koto his care-worn lineaments, 
his emaciated frame, his melancholy 
expression, his gloomy accents, his loss 
of a[ipetite, his inability to ride, his in- 
disposition to smoke, drive or dance. If 
you do note all this in the Private Se- 
cretary of this epoch, you will have 
acute vision, or you must be addicted 
to "goggles." For no jollier-looking 
man ever retired from the Navy, witli 
all the pleasant attributes of a .sailor, 
than Captain ITankiu, .nid no more 
generally j)0|iular a functionary is there 
in the Presidency. 1 le has been Pri- 
vate Secretary to the Duke a dozen 
years. He filled that role for years at 
Stowe, and it seems to suit him admi- 
rably ; though it is still open to doubt 
whether a Go\ eruor is wise in bringing 
a Private Secretary out with liim in- 
stead of ajipointing some young oflicial 
on the spot, wdio is acquainted with 
local ways Mv\\tQO\)\p..—Jkii(j(dGnzeite, 
Atiffmt 31st, 1878. 

A Sap Ai'fAiit. — The murder of 
wives by lirutal husbands has become a 
mania throughout the country, and 
seems to be on the increase.

DEDICATORV A1)1)UES,S: 

Eight Worshipful, Very Worshipful, and 
Worshipful Brethren and esteemed 
friends : 

It is with feelings of jo^- and gr.atitude 
that I moot j-ou nii this auspicious oc- 
casion. How api)ropriate it seems tliat 
our toniple should have been counnonced 
in spring and completed at this time of 
tho year, when tho landscape is tinged 
with tho beautiful tints of autumn and 
when tho harvest is gathered in, making 
tho heart of man glad and filling his soul 
with gratitude. How fresh it must bo to 
tlio iiiiiida of tho.se who were prc.iont at 
tho ceremony of hiying the corner stone 
of thin building last April, that the vast 
armies of Europe were in full martial 
array, ready to cominenee a work of de- 
struction and misery, the extent of which 
noouo could forseo, but which, provi- 
dentially, wa.s not so widespread as some 
anticipated, ami how we, with others, in 
(ilniost every part of the W(n-ld, humbly 
invoked Aliuii;Iity tiod for tho blessings 
of peace and iirosperity. This is surely 
the time to return thanks for all the 
blessings which we have received from tlio 
Groat Creator, and a proper time in which 
to mako our olierings to the Most High. 
Then let us returns thanks and praise to 
Him th:u Ho has, in His divine wisdom, 
goodncs.s and mercy, granted tho pray- 
eiM of His croature.i and been gracious 
unto 113, and lias all'ordeil us this op[ior- 
tunity of assuinbliiig in peace for the 
laudable purpose of dedicating a tom))le 
to His Most Holy Name and for the ad- 
vanceinont of Kreeniasonry. Wo, there- 
fore, huiiibly beseech Thei, ()l merciful 
(iod, to accept from us. Thy creatures, 
this temple which lia.s been designed by 
the wisdom which Thou hast vouchsafed 
unto us and mado strong by tho faith 
which Thou hast phuitcd within us and 
adorned with tho knov lodge which wo 
have acipiired from studying Thy sublime 
and wdiiilorful work.s and may the incense 
otl'ered at this Tliinc altar be always ac- 
ceptable in Thy s-ght. 

Brethren and Friends — The dedication 
of our Temple is an ovont which deserves 
more than a passing thought, showing as 
it does the progress in this part of tho 
world, of that great and noble Order 
spread over the earth as it is from tho 
rising of the sun even to the going do\ni 
of the same — an Order whose existence 
is conntod hy ceiituriLS and which has 



Hiram, King of Tyre, sent King Solomon 
men skilled in all the scieiicos of building 
and in all manner of fine work. By read- 
ing carefully the "cirounistances narrated 

of this great work wo shall perceive that 
the Tyrians were very export workmen 
and thoroughly oigani/cd ; but how far 
back that organization extended, or whe- 
ther it wa-s a secret ancient Order, tradi- 
tion and historians diller in tlicir accounts. 

It has been asserted by* some that tho 
Order of Free Masons 'was in a, very flour- 
ishing condition in Tyre at tho time King 
Solomon undertook to build the Temple, 
and it is possible that this might have 
boon tho case, for there appc^ars to have 
been no lack of skillful workmen in tho 
kingdom at that period. From the build- 
ing of tho Toniplo, down to the present 
time, there is no doubt but tliis Order 
h.as existed some of the tiino in a very 
flourishing condition and at other times 
was almost lost in oblivion. But during 
all these years there has been hande(l 
down by the instructive tongue of the 
/.ealous craftsman to the listening and at- 
tentive ear of the initiate the principles of 
Eternal Truth and the secrets of this, our 
illustrious Order, in such a m.iiinor that 
they have boon understood by men of 
every nation, tongue and creed. When 
we look back at tho erection of that 
beautiful and glorious Temple, it is 
evident , that there was siunething 
grand and worthy of attention to draw so 
many of the most enlightened ]>eo[)lo of 
the ago to Jerusalem to behold its beauty. 
But when wo romeinbor the fact of tho 
Divine Presonco being mado manifest in 
the peculiar maimer which is described in 
sacrod history, we luusl he coulidoiit that 
it was a work well [deasing to l liiii. Let 
us cari'fully notice the language of King 
Soluinon when he dedicated the temple. 
(1st book Kings, 8th chapter.): —"But 
will ("!od indeed dwoU on tlio earth? Ho- 
hold, the Heaven and Heaven of Heavens 
connot contain Thee! How much less 
this Ikuiso that I have built." \'et we 
perceive that God in His loving kindness 
liad respect to the w(U'k of their hands and 
blesseil thwm in a wonderful manner. 
How humiliating it is to think that this 
splendid work of skill and beauty, the ad- 
miration of the ago in which it was con- 
structed, .should have been p(dliited by 
the King of l''gT|it in so short a porioil 
after it wat comiiK'ted. Let us for a mo- 
ment rotlect on the tens of thousaiid.s" who

An Act for the Setter Administra- 
tion of Justice. 

This Act which was passed by tho Lo- 
cal House during tho Session of 1877, 
and assented to by tho Lieut-Governor 
on April 18tlx of that yetir was a measure 
to create various County Court districts 
throughout the Province, and give the 
judges extended jurisdiction. We be- 
lieve the Bill was passed unaiiimiuisly, 
and tho reason for its disallowance scnne 
months since was because of the insertiiui 
of a clause to tho ell'ect that the present 
incumbents of the County Court bench 
should not bo removed for tlio purpose of 
appointing profesaional men in their stead 
unless, according to tho decision of Her 
Majesty's Secretary of Statu for the 
Colonics rendered on June ;id, 1871, they 
roeoived from the Dominicm Government 
either suitable employnieiit of at least 
equal value, or an annual allowance of 
"two thirds of t'oOO. " Tlie passage 
of this clause was an act of sinqilo 
justice to tho gentlemen wh.o havo 
acted in tho capacity of County Court 
judges for many years past and to have 
sanctioned its repeal, as was suggested by 
tho Dominion Qovernmoiit, in order that 
the other jirovisions of the measure might 
como into operation, would liavo at least 
saviu'od of ingratitude. The Government 
of tho day, theroforo, voiy properly de- 
clined to repeal tho clause and to permit 
the present County Court judges to bo re- 
moved without the stipulated rotiremont 
allowance.Tho Act, therefore, fell to tho 
ground. But why our contemporary 
should call attention to this fact when the 
report of tho Privy Council of Canada, 
which bears date February 28th, 1878, 
and explains the position taken by the 
Dominion Government, was laid before 
tho local Houso by Jfr. Elliott on ]\tarcli 
nOth, 1878, is best known to himself. No 
bl ,amo attaches to Mr. liUiott for the dis- 
allowance of tho measure — on the con- 
trary, ho is entitled to credit (ov declin- 
ing to assent to tho repeal of a clause 
which was in accord with justice and 
honor.
